AQUATICS

The daily programming in the pool offers such a wide variety of 
programmes that it gives everyone an opportunity to become involved.

I have tried switching the days it is offered from Saturdays 
to Thursdays. This has seemed to help but I am also looking at other 
alternatives. 


Due to the fact that two of the city pools were shut down for six 
months we had added extra schools to our Board of Education swims. We now 
instruct five different schools and two group homes. Add the schools to our 
increasingly popular seniors programme we have a very busy fall schedule. 


With such motivated staff that honestly cares about the members of 
the Boys’ and Girls’ club we have been able to ensure safety and fun to all 
members. 


ATHLETICS PROGRAMME

Since revising our hours, programmes within the gym have run with 
greater ease. This breakdown allows for a more complete gym programme that 
benefits all age groups. The instructor is able to run enjoyable, organised 
group games that require little physical co-ordination or strength for 
younger children.

SOCIAL & LEISURE ACTIVITIES

Daily programming at the Hamilton East Kiwanis Boys’ and Girls’ Club 
is an essential part of the total success of the Club and represents the 
largest component. These daily social events help to develop potential in 
children; the Boys’ and Girls’ Club’s greatest responsibility. 


In September of 1989 the club developed new hours of operation for 
social programmes which proved to be very successful. With each age group 
split, it has cut down on congestion within the entire building, but most 
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importantly it has made programming easier to "programme". The new hours are 
as follows: 


Monday - Friday: September through June 


3 - 5 p.m. --all ages 

5 - 6 p.m. --Supper 

6 - 8 p.m. --5 - 12 year olds 
8 - 10 p.m. --13 years and over 
Saturdays 

9-12 p.m. --all ages 

12 - 1 p.m. --Lunch 

1 - 4p.m. --all ages 


The Arts and Crafts programme ran daily from Monday - Saturday. 
Children enjoy making a craft that can be finished in one class, so that they 
can take that craft home. This philosophy was followed all year. 


Ceramics and Woodworking classes were held every Monday and Wednesday 
from 6 - 8 p.m. The crafts completed by the children were sensational. 


The kitchen was a busy place during cooking classes. The classes 
took place every Tuesday ( 5 - 8 year olds) and Thursday (9 - 12 year olds). 
The children would make a bake good, and bring the result home. It was our 


intent that the child would make the bake good at home with Mom’s or Dad’s 
help. Kitchen safety was the main focus of our cooking classes. 


Baby ballet and jazz dance classes ran on Saturdays for ages 3 to 15. 
The classes were 10 weeks long, and required pre-registration. 


The Gamesroom is a very important part of our daily programming. It 
is a supervised play area enabling members to meet new friends while enjoying 
the challenges of billiards, video games, ping pong, board games, and much 
more.

Over the year, we have many Special events that add to our daily 
programming.

The Summer Day Camp was filled to capacity. We offered four, two- 


week sessions at a cost of $65 per child. It is the desire of the Hamilton 
East Kiwanis Boys’ and Girls’ Club that all children in our community have 
the opportunity to participate in our Day Camp programme, regardless of his 
or her financial status. Thanks to funding from the Spectator Summer Fund 
and private donations this was made possible. A total of 40 children, ten 
per session, were sent’ to camp. A total of 405 children attended Summer 
Camp. 


The Halloween Party hit new heights in attendance. The party was 
held on Friday, October 27 with over 1,000 people coming through the spook 
house and casino room. The success of the Halloween Party was overwhelming. 
Plans have been made to turn the Gymnasium into the spook house for the 1990 
Halloween Party to accommodate the larger numbers. 


The last special event for 1989 was the Annual Christmas Party. A 
Christmas Dinner was provided to 63 children and 24 parents/friends . 


Many other "mini" events took placed through 1989. There is a great 
deal of planning and organisation that goes into putting a special event 
together and I would like to commend the staff for their efforts in making 
these special events fun for children. 


EXTENSION PROGRAMMES 


CENTRAL BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ CLUB

1989 was a growing period for Central Boys and Girls Club. The After 
School and evening programmes ran out of Queen Victoria, Stinson, and Dr. 
Davey Schools and expanded into Adelaide Hoodless School and Central Memorial 
Recreation Centre. Programmes included Jr. Leaders, movie nights, games, 
arts & crafts and one of the favorites, computers at Robert Land Community 
School. Total membership was 350. 


March Break was filled to capacity at 60 children and ran out of 
First Pilgrim Church. Activities included a trip to Disney on Ice, 
computers, games and arts & crafts. 


Our Summer Day Camp was quite a success with 260 children attending 
over the four two-week sessions. The last two sessions were unique in that 
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Kiwanis housing children from various projects were brought into the 
programme. 


The past year has been a very busy and exciting one running an 
average of seventy-five hours per week of programmes. The year was brought 
to a close with successful Christmas parties at two locations. 


With 1990 upon us, Central Boys’ and Girls’ Club will continue to 
play an important role in meeting the social and recreational needs of 
central area children.
